(AP) — The 
Governor’s office says six former 
Republican legislators have as* 
sumed state jobs since the No­ 
vember election. 
At least two others are being 
considered for posts in the Scran­ 
ton Administration, William G. 
Murphy, secretary to the Gover­ 
nor, reported Thursday. 
Gov. Scranton told his news 
conference this week that former 
lawmakers usually make good 
state employes because of their 
experience in government. 
"PAYOFFS" SAYS MORSE 
Democratic 
State Chairman 
Otis B. Morse suggested, how­ 
ever, that 
“political payoffs" 
may be behind the appointment 
of former lawmakers to admin­ 
istration posts. 
‘Gov. Scranton’s political ap­ 
pointments of defeated Republi­ 
can candidates to high-salaried 
state jobs has helped to push the 
blate payroll figure to an all- 
time high." Morse said in a 
statement released today. 
“ What except political payoffs 
justify the appointment of W. 
Stuart Helm, a defeated Repub­ 
lican statewide candidate, to a 
$13.OOO-a-year post in the gover­ 
nor's office. ..," asked Morse.

The appointment of Helm, for­ 
mer House Speaker who ran un­ 
successfully for the office of 
State Auditor General, was an­ 
nounced by the Governor on 
Wednesday. 
Murphy Thursday confirmed 
that former Reps. Joseph R. Ed­ 
wards of Somerset County and 
Albert L. McCandless of Butler 
County have been on the payroll 
since mid-December. 
Edwards and McCandless each 
are receiving $7,407 a year as 
members of the Management 
Audit section of the Inheritance 
Tax Division, Revenue Depart­ 
ment. They are working in their 
home localities. 
Former Reps. Cecil Leber- 
knight. R-Cambria. and Austin 
M. Harrier. R-Clearfield. are be­ 
ing considered for posts in the 
anti poverty p r o gra rn in the 
State 
Commerce 
Department, 
Murphy said. 
Also on the payroll are former 
Rep. Ralph Down, R-Mercer; 
former Rep, Eugene S. Ruther­ 
ford, R Lancaster, and former 
Sen. M. Harvey Taylor, R-Dau- 
phin.

BANKRUPT OIL 
KING CHANGES 
INNOCENT PLEA 


NEWARK. N J. (AP)—Bank 
rupt vegetable oil king Antho­ 
ny DeAngelis changed his plea 
from innocent to guilty today on 
three counts of an 18-count fed­ 
eral indictment involving him in 
a SlOO-miilion conspiracy. 
The stocky, 49 vear-old DeAn­ 
gelis retracted his earlier plea 
and entered the new one before 
U.S. 
Dist. Judge Revnier J. 
W’ortendyke Jr. 
Wortendyke 
accepted 
the 
changed plea to one count and 
then began questioning DeAn­ 
gelis concerning the other two 
counts. He did not immediately 
accept the new plea to the other 
counts. 
PROMISED NOTHING 
The judge also asked DeAn­ 
gelis if he had received any 
promises of favor for the new 
plea. 
“ Your honor. I have been 
promised nothing." DeAngelis 
said. 
DeAngelis had been indicted 
with four other men last March 
on charges of conspiring to cir­ 
culate $100 million in fraudulent 
or forged vegetable oil ware­ 
house receipts. 
The five allegedly conspired 
to use the receipts as collateral 
for loans for the Allied Crude 
Vegetable Oil Refining Corp. of 
Bayonne, N J., of which DeAn­ 
gelis was president. 
The firm filed for bankruptcy 
in November. 1963, and its col­ 
lapse set off a chain reaction of 
bankruptcies or reorganizations 
involving at least a dozen other 
firms, 
including 
two 
old-line 
New York brokerage houses. A 
multimillion d o 11 a r 
scandal 
came with the crash.

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Scientific Advances Give 
Pa. Oil, Gas Industry Boost FIND THEIR WAY 


TO CONGRESS 


By WILLIAM S. LYTLE 
Assistant Stat* Geologist 
HARRISBURG .A P) - The 
Pennsylvania oil and gas indus­ 
try received a shot in the arm 
during 1964 which caused more 
wildcats and development wells 
to be drilled than have been 
drilled on an annual basis dur­ 
ing the past several years. 
Probably the one thing that 
helped the mosl was the success 
that hydraulic fracturing was 
experiencing in the Glade and 
Venango Group of oil sands. 
Fracturing has been used as a 
normal completion procedure for 
a Speech Icy, Bradford, Oriskany 
cr Medina gas wells since about 
3955. It wasn't until the begin­ 
ning of 1963, when it was found 
that the Glade and Clarendon 
oil sands responded to fractur­ 
ing, that fracturing of the shal­ 
lower formations increased rap­ 
idly. Today fracturing is com- 
mon practice in almost any pro­ 
ducing formation. 
901 NEW WALLS 
All the statistics are not in yet 
but as of the middle of Decem­ 
ber the oil and gas producers in 
the Commonwealth had drilled 
901 wells during 1964 for a total 
footage 
of 2.032.330 
feet. 
Of 
these, 406 were oil wells, 254 gas 
wells. 135 input wells and 106 
dry holes. 
Of the 901 wells, 127 were 
deep wells drilled to the Oris­ 
kany or deeper, drilling 645,041 
feet of hole. Of the 127 deep 
wells 32 were wildcats discover­ 
ing nine new pools and fields, 
haven’t been 
tallied 
but the 
were a number of them and 
some successful ones. 
Pipeline runs for the year 
•mounted to about 5.232.000 bar­ 
rels of crude oil which is about 
the same as 1963. The produc­ 
tion from the new wells has off­ 
set the decline in production of 
the old wells. Oil reserves in 
Pennsylvania as of the end of 
3964 are estimated at 86.511,000 
barrels, 
NEW AREAS RESPOND 
In 
the 
Youngsville-S u g a r 
Grove Field in Warren County 
about 114 new oil wells were 
completed. The total production 
for this field averages about 
1600 barrels per day which is 
•bout the same as in 1963. Mul­ 
tiple stage fracturing in the 
Glade Sand in this field has 
worked out very well. Wells in 
the field would never have pro­ 
duced commercially if fractur­ 
ing had not been introduced. 
Clarion County had some ex­ 


citement with the drilling of the 
New Bethlehem Field. About 15 
oil wells have been drilled in 
the area and production is^ up 
about 350 barrels a day. 
A third area is the Pleasant- 
ville-Tionesta area where the 
Red Valley, First and Second 
Venango’s have shown excellent 
response to fracturing. About 
25 wells have been completed in 
this area and production is up 
about 500 barrels per day. 
Near Franklin a field test has 
been initiated to evaluate the

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India Welcomes Polaris Sub 
In Asian Waters To Ward Off 
Chinese Nuclear Blackmail 


By CONRAD FINK 
NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
In a startling about-face, India 
has quietly accepted the station­ 
ing of a U.S. submarine armed 
with Polaris nuclear missiles in 
Asian waters. 
There have been a few wor­ 
ried comments about “ escala- 
tion” of the U.S. confrontation 
with Communist China, but the 
general 
Indian 
reaction 
has 
been one of relief that the Unit­ 
ed States is bringing up the big 
guns. 
Just eight months ago, India 
applauded loudly when the late 
Prim e Minister Nehru rose in 
Parliam ent to "express regret” 
in biting sarcasm that Ameri­ 
can 
surface warships 
armed 
with 
nuclear 
weapons 
were 
•‘wandering about” the Indian 
Ocean. 
RESULT OF RED BOMB 
The change in outlook is a 
direct result of Communist Chi­ 
na’s 
explosion 
of an 
atomic 
bomb six months later. 
Many Indians consider Com­ 
munist China’s nuclear debut a 
stunning propaganda defeat for 
their government in the battle 
for prestige among African and 
Asian nations, There is fear that 
Peking 
will 
attem pt 
nuclear 
blackm ail of India. 
Unlike Nehru, Prim e Minister 
Lai Bahadur Shastri has been 
looking for a nuclear umbrella 
for his 480 million countrymen 
He has declared that India, for 
moral and economic reasons, 
could not build its own. He m g 
gested that the Soviet Union and 
the United States supply the 
um brella 
for 
all 
non-nuclear 
countries iointly. 
MOSCOW SPURNED OFFER 
Moscow silentlv spumed the 
offer. The United States, in ef­ 
fect, accepted 
by announcing 
that 
the 
submarine 
Daniel 
Boone with 1ft Polaris missiles 
aboard was moving into waters 
off the Asian mainland. 


Even 
rabidly 
anti-American 
newspapers in India found little 
fault with Washington’s move. 
The leftist newspaper Patriot, 
though dissatisfied with this ex­ 
tension of American influence, 
said: "The western Pacific will 
now be an American pond into 
which the power-crazy m andar 
ins of Peking can no more 
look.” 
Some Indians see the move as 
an effort by President Johnson 
to lift the U.S.-China confronta­ 
tion out of South Viet Nam. 
There is speculation in New 
Delhi that Johnson would like to 
move away from man-to-man 
battles 
and 
rely 
instead 
on 
America’s superior naval and 
air power to contain Chinese 
expansionism. 
Top Indian officials see no 
chance of the United States win­ 
ning against the superior man- 
power of China and its satellites 
in ground battles. 
These officials say President 
Johnson algo realizes this and 
that 
by 
moving 
the 
Daniel 
Boone into Asian w aters, he is 
trying to reassure the non-Com- 
munist nations of Asia that they 
will be protected.

HOUSTON. Tex. (AP) — The 
U.S. plan to orbit three astro­ 
nauts in an Apollo moon space­ 
craft in 1966 suffered its first 
setback Thursday with announce­ 
ment

Also caught in the revisions 
was the third Saturn manned 
minion, which was replaced by 
an unnamed earth orbital tests of 
the lunar excursion module — 
LEM — which will carry astro­ 
nauts to the moon's surface.

flights of the powerful Saturn IB 
rocket. The third, assuming no 
major setbacks occurred on the 
previous two. was to be flown 
by three astronauts. 
Lee said the third flight now 
was scheduled to be a test of the 
second-stage booster, called the 
Saturn 4B. and its propellant 
tanks, which hold liquid hydro­ 
gen ami oxygen.

To save weight, the Apollo 
spacecraft will net be used — 
only a nose cone. Lee said.

pounds of fuel and will be filled. 
In earth orbital trips using the

The Saturn 4B will be the 
third stage on the mighty Sat­ 
urn 5 rocket and will hurl itself 
and the Apollo spacecraft into

circling the earth, the Saturn 
4B's engine will be started and 
its 200.000 pounds of thrust will 
fling the spacecraft toward the 
moon 
“ We need to know how the 


fuel acts in a weightless condi­ 
tion.'’ Lee said. “The only way 
we can do that is to send it into 
space.” 
The Saturn I family of rockets 
has been one of the brighter 
spots in the U.S. space picture.

has 
been fired 
seven

urn IB is an advanced and more 
powerful model.

SEN. LONG IS 
CHILD OF TWO 
II. S. SENATORS

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Russell B. Long, D-La., the new 
assistant 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader, 
began 
life 
as 
Huey 
Pierce Long III. 
The name didn’t stick. 
His father, the famed Huey P. 
Long of Louisiana, objected to 
it. 
What 
happened. 
Sen. 
Long 
recounted today, was that he 
was born Nov. 3, 1918, while his 
father was out campaigning for 
election as State Public Service 
commissioner. 
So his 
mother 
named him Huey Pierce Long 
III, and the birth was so regis­ 
tered. 
GREW UP AS RUSSELL 
But the father — who served 
as governor and later as senator 
from Louisiana before his death 
in 1935 — objected, saying he 
didn’t want his son to have to be 
responsible for any of his mis­ 
takes. He picked out the name 
Russell Biliiu Long, Billiu being 
the 
maiden 
name 
of 
Huey 
Long’s mother. 
So the boy grew up as Russell 
B. Long without anything ever 
being done to change the official 
record. 
Then 
came World War II. 
Russell joined the Navy, and the 
discrepancy in names came to 


lig h t. 
MOTHER APPOINTED 
“You know the Navy,” Sen. 
Long said. ‘ Everything has to 
be in order —in triplicate.” 
So he went to court and had 
his name officially recorded as 
Russell B. Long. 
Long is the only U.S. senator 
in history whose mother and 
father both served in the Sen­ 
ate. After his father's assassina­ 
tion in Baton Rouge Sept. IO. 
1935. his mother was appointed 
to the Senate and served out the 
remainder of Huey Long’s term
